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The Mooney family origin in America appears 
to go back to the New Jersey and eastern 
Pennsylvania area probably in the early 17005. There 
is an old note which says that the family came from 
the Isle of Man and from Ireland and Scotland. | have 
not found any proof of this and include it only to help 
further research. 

The first member of the family we have any 
record of is Joseph Mooney who was born October 
19, 1768, probably in New Jersey. He died in Miami 
County, Ohio, on September 13, 1801 or 1807, but 
the old records are hard to make out. It is more like- 
ly 1807. On August 18, 1785, he married Rebecca 
Freeman who was born May 30, 1769, probably in 
New Jersey, and she died May 9, 1815, in Miami 
County, Ohio. The records indicate they left New 
Jersey and settled in Fayette County, Pennsylvania, 
before they moved to Miami County, Ohio.

The family seemed to have settled in Ohio 
prior to 1800 and in Monroe Township of Miami 
County, Ohio, by 1816. The Mooney, Terry, and 
Freeman families and probably the Jenkins and Jones 
families all appear in the area of Monroe Township. 

Samuel Mooney, the son of Joseph Mooney, 
moved with his family to Miami County, Ohio, and 
probably married there, but | have not found a record 
of his marriage to Jane Jones. He owned real estate 
there, but he appears to have lost it to foreclosure as 
a Sheriffs Deed filed November 5, 1824, in Book 5, 
page 250 of the Recorder's Office, Miami County, Ohio 
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shows "Samuel Mooney by Sheriff conveys to 
William Barbee Land in Section 26, Township 4, 
Range 6 Monroe Township, Miami County, Ohio." 
The family of Samuel Mooney (Grandpa 
Samuel Mooney's grandfather) moved to Delphi, 
Carroll County, Indiana, about 1830. This was the 
frontier and was just beginning to be settled. The land 
records (Book C, p234 Recorder, Carroll County, 
Indiana) show a patent to Samuel Mooney for the East 
Half of the Southeast Quarter of Section 4, Township 
23 North, Range 2 West, Carroll County, Indiana, 
dated January 26, 1831. The land is located in the 
western part of the county on Wildcat Creek.

Probate Record (Carroll County) Book 1, 
pages 47 and 130, dated May 9, 1836, shows Jane 
Mooney and Henry Jenkins were administrators of the 
Estate of Samuel Mooney.

In May of 1837, Henry Jenkins was guardian 
of john Edward (Edmund) Mooney, age 12 and 
Obediah C. Mooney, age 9, minor heirs of Samuel 
(Mooney). On February 2, 1839, John Dehner was 
the guardian of Obediah and Susan. John Edward 
(Edmund) Mooney's name does not appear after that 
date and he is not in the 1840 census. He married 
Mary Jane Beard and they lived in Marshall County, 
Indiana. 

Obediah Mooney was born in 1828 in Ohio 
and served in the Mexican War. On February 19, 
1849, he married Catherine Enoch (b March 30, 
1825, in Miami, Ohio, d February 9, 1913 near 
Cutler, Indiana).

Jonas C. Mooney was born November 3, 
1817, in Miami County, Ohio. He married Nancy 
Jenkins (Jinkins) on May 5, 1836, in Carroll County, 
Indiana. She was born April 7, 1816, the daughter of 
John and Mary Jenkins. Since both were under the 
age of 21 in 1836, they probably required parental 
consent to marry or at least Jonas did. There is a writ- 
ten record in the Carroll County Courthouse dated 
May 4, 1836, signed by William Jenkins (or Jinkins) 
stating that Jane Mooney, the mother of Jonas, 
approved the marriage of Jonas Mooney and Nancy 
Jenkins.

| have been able to learn very little else about 
Mary Mooney, but in a warranty deed dated 
September 21, 1858, Geo. Whalen and Mary H. 
Whalen convey the following described real estate: 
The Southeast Quarter of the Northwest Quarter of 
Sec. 27, Township 85 North, Range 20 West and a 
tract commencing at the SW Corner of N 1/2 S 1/2 N 
1/2 SE 1/4 NE 1/4 27 thence running 20 rods to place 
of beginning to Mary Mooney of Harrison County, 
Missouri. Apparently at some point during this time 
they moved or at least traveled to Missouri. 


In a patent dated December 1, 1855, (record- 
ed March 1, 1859) Jonas C. Mooney of Marshall 
County, Indiana, was granted the following described 
real estate: 

The Southwest Quarter of the Southwest 
Quarter of Section 22; The Northwest Quarter of the 
Northeast Quarter and the North Half of the 
Northwest Quarter of Sec. 27, in Township 85 North 
of Range 20 West. 

On April 28, 1857, J.C. Mooney, Robert Elder 
and Daniel Stevens platted the town of Liberty on part 
of this land in Sec. 27, (T85N, R20W). This was a very 
early area of settlement along Minerva Creek and tim- 
ber known as Bevins Grove. While there were sever- 
al cabins and a few houses in the area, the town of 
Liberty never developed. The few houses, general 
store and blacksmith shop were referred to as "Cram 
Town". At about this time early settlers who settled 
further north and west on the open prairie used to 
come back to this area to winter because of the avail- 
able timber for cabins, fuel and protection. 

There are deeds from William H. Bevins to 
Jonas C. Mooney as follows:

This is in the area where they appear to have 
settled. On March 30, 1872 (Marshall County 
Recorder Book 53, page 277 filed Dec. 23, 1873) 
there is a deed from J.C. and Mary Mooney to Samuel 
Mooney for the NW 1/4 SW 1/4 27-85-20. The 
Southwest Quarter of Sec. 27 (T85N R 20W) was the 
original Samuel Mooney farm. Also the 1871 atlas 
shows a possible residence in the northwest corner. 

It appears that Jonas moved around quite a lit- 
tle. He appears to have been in this area from 1855 
to 1874, but may have been gone part of this time. 
Jonas, Samuel and William Mooney purchased a log- 
ging operation or saw mill in Barron County, 
Wisconsin, about 1874. The Samuel Mooney family 
moved to Barron County, Wisconsin, on July 18,

but returned March 19, 1875. They stayed only a short 
time as the venture wasn't very successful. After this 
time I have no record of either Jonas Mooney or Mary 
Mooney other than that Jonas C. died September 25, 
1876, in Barron County, Wisconsin. In a deed dated 
July 2, 1879, (filed Sept. 1, 1880 Marshall County 
Recorder Book 95 p. 35) William Mooney conveyed 
the North Half of the Northwest Quarter, Section 34, 
Township 85 North, Range 20 West to Samuel. This is 
the old William Mooney farm across the road from the 
old Samuel Mooney farm in Sec. 27. The notary for 
the deed identifies the grantor as William Mooney of 
Maple Grove, Barron County, Wisconsin.

He inherited the farm where Dick and Deborah 
Bartine Jones live (NE 1/4 11-84-20) from his father 
and sold it to Donald Bartine in 1941. Susie and 
Charles Clemons are buried at Nipawin. 

In 1855 Jonas Mooney and sons Samuel and 
William moved to Marshall County, lowa. While they 
farmed in the area, Samuel and William also did car- 
penter work. I believe that William lived in Sec. 34 or 
27, Liberty Township. He had a small brick kiln and 
did carpenter work. William was wounded in the Civil 
War and was sent home early. They could never locate 
the bullet so he carried it until he died. He died on 
August 8, 1911, and is buried in Bevins Grove 
Cemetery. While he was home he cut the timber and 
framing for the old barn where | live and after the war 
when everyone came home, they raised the barn. 

Jonas died Sept. 25, 1876, near Hillsdale, 
Maple Grove Township, Barron County, Wisconsin, 
and is buried there in an abandoned cemetery out- 
side of Hillsdale. The old story says that he died chop- 
ping down a tree - the tree fell one way and he fell the 
other.

The Jones Family 

We have been unable to learn anything about 
the parents of Jane Jones, wife of Samuel Mooney 
(1790-1835). The early census records say she was 
born in Kentucky. There were several Jones families in 
the Miami County, Ohio, area in the early 1800's, but 
we have not been able to establish any relationship to 
her. The most promising possibilities appear to be a 
Joseph Jones and Jonas Jones who were in the same 
neighborhood. 


The Jenkins Family 

Nancy Jenkins was probably the daughter of 
John and Mary Jenkins. The records in Carroll County, 
Indiana, indicate that John Jenkins died about 1839 
and was survived by his wife, Mary. The land records 
indicate that the family migrated from North Carolina 
to the area of Miami County, Ohio, and probably 
moved to Carroll County, Indiana, about 1830-1835. 
There are numerous Jenkinses in all those areas, and 
so far | have been unable to substantiate anything 
about Nancy Jenkins' parentage.

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Preface 


Most of our Bartine family ancestors have been in North America since Colonial 
days. Those that | have not been able to trace back to when they migrated here, І have 
traced back about 200 years and they appear to have been well settled at that time. 


The origins of most of the families are as follows: 
The Bartines left Rochelle, France, in about 1681 and arrived in America in 1686. 


The Mooney family appears to be of Irish or Scotch-Irish descent and was here 
prior to 1800. 


The Vandeventer family was of Dutch descent and came here in 1660 on the ship 
^Hope" to New Amsterdam, New York. 


The Clemons family was from England or Wales and was in the United States by 
the mid 17005. 


The Elder family is from England and were in York County, Pennsylvania, by the 
mid 17005. 


In following these various families in their migration to and across the United 
States, most of them followed the typical routes. Several of these families moved or 
migrated with their neighbors and relatives. 


The Elder family, beginning with Robert Elder, who was born in York, County, 
Pennsylvania, in 1759 or 1760 moved down the Shenandoah Valley in Virginia following 
closely “The Great Wagon Road" or trail. In the 17705 they were in Rockbridge County, 
Virginia; in the 1780's and early 1790's they were in Washington County, Virginia; and 
in 1796 moved to the Lincoln County, Kentucky, area. They probably moved through the 
Cumberland Gap and settled at about the end of the Wilderness Road at that time. It 
also appears that they were accompanied by the Smith and McCormack families and 
possibly the Clemmons (Clemons) family. These families all settled in the Lincoln, 
Bourbon, Washington, and Mercer Counties of Kentucky. These families in about 1817 
moved to Jefferson and Decatur Counties in Indiana. In the 1850's they came to 
Marshall County, lowa. 


THE BARTINE FAMILY OF MARSHALL COUNTY, IOWA 


The Mooney and Jones families, as indicated by the early census reports, 
were in Kentucky, Virginia, and Pennsylvania in about 1800. By 1800-1820 they appear to 
have moved to Ohio and in 1828-1830 on to Carroll County, Indiana, and in 1840-1850 
to Marshall County, Indiana. In the mid 1850's they moved to Marshall County, lowa. 


The Vandeventer family was in New York and New Jersey in the 1660-1820 
time period and moved to Chatham Township, Medina County, Ohio, about 1820 and on 
to Fayette County, Wisconsin, in the 1840's and on to lowa in the late 1860's. 


The Bartine family left France in 1681 and went to England and to 
Narragansett, Rhode Island, іп 1686. They moved to New Rochelle, New York, about 
1691. Some members of the family are still in Westchester County, New York. Our 
branch of the family moved to New Jersey in the 1790's and on to the Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, area in the early 1800's. In 1855 Amos Bartine moved to Story and 
Marshall Counties, lowa. 


These are all the general routes of settlement in the United States. These people 
were helping to move the frontier westward. Most were very common people who 
appeared to be among the earliest settlers in these areas. Many moved on before the 
areas were completely settled and organized. Since many of these areas were not fully 
settled when they arrived, the information about them in many cases is sparse. 


| hope by reading this you acquire a sense of history and a feeling of being a part of 
history. Most of the events you studied in history were events that your ancestors were a 
part of. They settled the frontier, they took part in establishing communities, schools and 
churches, they fought the wars, and they raised their families. They were not the names you 
read in the history books, but they were their fellow citizens who moved civilization west.
